Smiths Falls: February 23. Finance Minister Ilsley announced to- 
right that more than 1,000,000 Canadians have pledged themselves to 
regular purchase of war savings certificates for the duration of the war.

Furthermore Isaiah mentioned the 
cornerstone on which they should 
build, namely, that we must build 
on a secure cornerstone— that which 
He has provided for u.s — Christ, 
even though it is beyond our graip 
to know how God establishes our 
lives by what Christ did for us.

PIDGEON SPEAKS 
AT SCM SERVICE 



Stresses Need for Broaden- 
ing of Personal Ideals to 
Include Community 

The idea of broadening merely 
personal ideals to include the com- 
munity at large was the topic chos- 
en by Rev. E. Leslie Pi'dgeon, of 
Erskine and American United 
Church, at the S.C.M. Chapel Ser- 
vice held last evening in Divinity 
Hall. 

Dr. Pidgeon used as his text the 
advice given by Jeremiah to the 
captive Israelites to seek the good 
of the city— since he realized that 
any evils they might do to their 
captors would ultimal«ly react to 
their disadvantage, just as good 
done would also finally repay those 
who did it. 

Two main ideas were emphasized: 
(1) what the city contribule.i to 
the citizen and (2> what the citizen 
owes the city. 

"Very few have other than an 
imperfect and obscure conception of 
how much they owe to the stale," 
said Dr. Pidgeon, adding that pran- 
lically all they nro, they owe to 
their environment, since the hered- 
itary factor seems to play a com- 
paratively minor role. He stressed 
further the auace|itibllity of chil- 
dren lo the influence of books, pic- 
tures etc. whether good or bad. 

"We have three obligations to 
the community," he went on to 
add, "namely: that we never act as 
isolated citizens, that we translate 
to public life our private ideas of 
right apd wrong, and that we seek 
the welfare of others." 

Following this service, "Open 
House" was held at Strathcona 
Hall, where C.P.R. films of skiing 
in the Rockies and Laurentlans 
were shown. These films gave a 
vivid picture of the fine opportun- 
ities for this sport In both regions.

"What s Lifp." by Clifford Gold^milh. pre- 
sented by the High Schools o( Montreal, and 
directed by Gordon LeCIairo. 

The High Schools ot Montreal chose wisely 
when they decided on "What a Life*' as their 
annual production. It is a comedy of high 
school life, with lines and situations which 
have a familiar ring to an.vone who has passed 
through a tj-pical North American high school. 
Exaggerated for the sake of comedy. It Still 
remains an all-too-recognizable picture— and 
perhaps rather an indictment of our present 
school system. 

The production was not. it must be admit- 
ted, quite up to the standard which we hav-e 
come to expect from this group, b\il Mtlsfac- 
tory nevertheless. For sincerity and consist' 
eney Christopher Demetelen's performance 
must be singled out; and he should be special- 
ly commended for not ceasing to act even 
when he h.id no actual linos to speak. This 
cessation of acting in between dialogue was 
probably the chief fault of the cast as a whole. 
Gordon Jones captured the spirit of Henry 
Aldrich, and some of his gestures were very 
well-timed and expressive. As Mr. Bradley, 
Renfrew : Taylor was somewhat uneven, but 
his performance showed many flashes of comic 
talent. Nora Magid as Miss Shea, Ethel At- 
tenborough as Miss Eggloston, and Enid Ho- 
bart as Miss Wheeler, were amusing, and their 
makeup and costumes were especially good. 
Robert Josa contributed a clever little sketch 
of a hard-boiled detective. The rest of the 
cast all fitted more or less harmoniously into 
the picture. 

The pace dragged at times, and this was 
probably due to a certain punctilious slowness 
and clarity of speech which detracted from the 
play's comedy values, The mood was well 
sustained by the tet, however, which fairly 
reeked of high school atmosphere. 

The High Schools of Montreal have in the 
past created a memorable tradition with their 
productions of "Mary .Rose," "Paolo and Fran- 
cesca." Though neither the play nor the pro- 
duction this* time were in the same class as the 
latter, It was a worthwhile venture which 
should increase the reputation of the group.

MUsteln Bidet with StravinskT in 
Ibe Art-En\ironnent Controveny 

Discustinf the effect of external conditions 
on art, Nathan Milttein, dittinguiihed violinist 
who will be heard here as soloist with th« or- 
chettra of les Concerte SymphOniques tomor- 
row e\'ening said: 

"Wars, revolutions and world-dramas do not 
produce art, nor do they stop its production 
unlets they end the physical life ot artists. 
Perhaps they color artistic creation, but they 
do so indirectly by the impressions they make 
on a man of sensibility and talent. 

"I believe the creative artist is born, not 
m&de by circumstances and happenings out- 
side him. (And by creative artist I also would 
include so-called 'interpretative' artists). Some- 
how whatever is going on about him, he man- 
ages to obtain the material for creation and 
expression." 

Milslein admits, nevcrthelt-ss, llial it wm an 
'external circumstance' in the form of hit 
mother which directed his urge for artistic ex- 
pression toward the violin. A child, no matter 
what' his innate gifts, is only a potential artist 

"I started to play the violin," he said, "not 
because 1 was drawn to it, but because my 
mother directed me to it, I was attracted to 
music. I wanted to hear it, and I wanted to 
make it But I had to be forced to' learn how 
to make it She aented my affinity for music 
and made me practice regularly. It was only 
when I htd progressed far enough to feel the 
music itself in my playing that I practiced 
willingly and eagerly,'' 

Milstein first played in public when he was 
ten yeart old, but he did not undertake a car* 
eèr as a "child prodigy." He was nearly nine- 
teen when he gave his tirtt ceries of profet- 
sional recitals. One of his early recitals was in 
Kiev and it wat there that he met Vladimir 
Horowitz who alto wat jutt tterting hit career. 
Shortly afterward ihe younc pianitt and violin- 
itt toured Russia in joint recitals. Timet were 
hard and they frequently received their pay 
in food and clothing instead of money. Mil- 
flein le/l Ru.ssia in J!)2S. arriving in Pari« pen- 
nilos and fn< ;id)<-.>-.«. iic didn't rven have a 
violin. Some aok] nf liis repulallon lisd pro- 
ceeded him, however, and a backer toon was 
found Xor a debut concert He borrowed a 
Stradivariut for t^at occaiion. 

The concert was to euccessful that Milttein 
h*d no trouble after that finding all the en- 
§»tmmit be eared to fiU. Ha iirit came to 



the United SUtét in 192S. He expects to re- 
ceive hit final papers at a ciUzen of this coun- 
try within a few months.

Conductor and Sololtl Win Plaudlla 

The Montreal Orchestra introduced two new 
personnages at its concert yesterday, the young 
British conductor. Bernard Naylor and the 
American plnnist, Shura Cherkaspky. Both men 
unanimously won the plaudits, of the audience. 

The program, which wat well chosen, coin* 
prised the Bach Brandenburg Concerto No. 3, 
the Schubert 9th symphony, thé Tchaikovsky 
Concerte irt B flat minor and in conclusion, 
Smetaha'i Overture to the Bartered Bride. 

For the orchestra, the Brandenburg Con- 
certi are in the nature of test pieces, with the 
different sections of the orchestra alternating 
in solo parts, '^he orchestra under Mr, Nayior 
•met this test and performed excellently. 

Thé Schubert 9th symphony was written 
when the composer was but 19 years old. 11 
Is jicored for small orchestra and only 3,^ of 
the members of the Montreal orchestra were on 
the stage for its performance. The work is 
very Mozartcan in spirit and its youthful 
sparkle and gaiety were well brought out by 
Mr. Naylor. The performance had a delightful 
Intimacy, which contrasted with the more pow- 
erful concerto which foUowM. 

The Tchaikovsky concerto is one of the 
most frequenUy performed of piano concert!, 
yet its performance yesterday was far from 
routine. The soloitt, Yura Chérkastky, demon- 
strated not only an excellent technical ability, 
but interpretive power at well. By Instinctive 
ahading and tonal colour, and by restraint of 
the sustaining pedal he brought beauUful lyric 
dualities to the work. In the bravura passages 
and in the cadenza hio cascading chords ré- 
Uined clarity alUiough played at inciedible 
ipeedt. 4 

In conclusion Mr. Naylor conducted the 
Overture to the Bartered Bride. This work it 
but the prelude tn a very lonely and amusing 
opera, which is being presented in Englith by 
the Metropolitan this season. 

Bernard Naylor disclosed himself to be a 
very competent conductor of considerable 
background and experience. He appeared to 
know just what he required from the orches- 
tra and got it. In «11, the concert was a con- 
siderable success, and it will be interesting to 
hear more from Mr, Naylor, who it scheduled 
to conduct the next concert of the Orchestra.

Literally hundreds of men have taken 
part in the competitions since they were first inaugurated and many 
illustrious names grace the records of those holding the Wicksteed 
Medals. 

As in the past there will be three separate classifications as follows: 
(1) Freshman. (2) Sophomores and Juniors. (3) Seniors and Grads. This 
year however, the Meet will also be conducted on an Inter-Compdny 
basis with a Team representing each Company and points being awarded 
for participation as well as for placing. 

Dr. R. J, Wicksteed, a Mining Engineer'of great repute, and head of 
this department at McGill in the years gone by,' originated this Meet 
and made possible the presentation of awards to the winners ad Infini- 
tum. In 1921 Dr. F. W. Harvey, former Medical Officer at McGill. and 
a great supporter of Athletics at McGill since that time, added an annual 
trophy for the best all-round Freshman gymnast. The granting of 2nd 
and 3rd Grade "Ms" was added a few years later and today the Gym- 
nastic Meet has become more of a tradiUon than perhaps any other 
sport carried on in the College.
